Pitcher, Crowd Plasser 


There have been some great baseball pitchers 
since the turn of the century: Christy Mathewson, 
Rube Waddell, Ed Walsh, Smoky Joe Wood, Wal- 
ter Johnson and a host of others. all stars on the 


addell was without any doubt the greatest com- 
bination of pitcher and crowd pleaser, also headline maker, that 
the somewhat venerable game has ever known. In these modern 
days, Waddell would have been a sensation to match Babe Ruth.

eouldn’t quite figu ymond and others like him, because 
they operated largely under the influence of the grape. 
Then the answer to Rube Waddell came around 1932 or 1933. 
= fans’ answer to a prayer was Dizzy Dean, of “me and Paul” 
me. 

As a young baliplayer at Vanderbilt in 1898, I played 
against Waddell. I got to know him better later on—a clown 
who could strike out more than 346 ballplayers in a year. But 
I knew Dizzy Dean much better than I ever knew the gangling 
Rube. I visited Dizzy in Florida for several weeks around 


1934-1935, 
: I'll say this—beth Waddell and Dean 
Natural Comedians had one thing in common: They were 
never trying to be funny. They did funny things to suit them- 
selves—not for crowd ‘laughs. 

We remember the Rube calling in his outfield and infield 
with the bases full; buying a moekingbird in a noisy, whis- 
tling station; tending bar when expected in the box; fishing 
on some big day when badly needed on the mound; fishing 
for a cockroach in a bowl of soup, and twirling a baton at 
the head of a minstrel parade. 


Dizzy Dean was just as cuckoo: His bonfires on a 110-degree | 
day ‘in the St. Louis Bali Park; his arguments with Frisch; the | 
silk shirts he “borrowed” from Jimmy Wilson; the time he got | 
sore at Paul for pitching a no-hit game against the Dodgers when | 


iz had pitched a three-hitter the same day. “Why didn’t you 
tell me so 1 could have pitched a no-hitter, too?” he asked his 
brother, A hundred other things Diz did naturally, while pitching 
great ball. 

Diz for a short spell was as great a pitcher as Waddell, 
but the Rube lasted longer. And the Rube had more physical 
stuff. They were both smart or, rather, crafty and cunning, 
when out there on the mound. 


Waddell and Dean were the two tops in color so far as pitching 


is concerned. They stood supreme. They were the two star fil- 
beris in baseball’s forest, but they could still pitch with all the 


vA tasters. 


When the Queen of Sheba went to King 
Fish, Bees, Colors Solomon she brought him two handfuls of 
flowers—one was real, the other artificial. She asked the saga- 
cious ruler: “O, King, in all your knowledge, tell me which is the 
real flower and which the artificial.” 

King Sol opened a window, let in a bee, and the bee made the 
decision—without faltering! 

“The chances are,” says Gene Burns, of San Francisco, a 
fly fisherman, “King Solomon didn’t know that the bee saw 
only in the ultra-violet spectrum. And the colors we can 
see look entirely different to a bee. 

“The same way with a bull,” says Burns. “A bull will get mad 
at a blue or a pink flag just as fast as he will at a red flag—be- 
cause the bull cannot see red as a color! 

“A dog, too,” says Burns, “sees only gray or shades of gray.” 

But more important to millions of anglers in the U. S. is the 
fact that Burns says that fish are almost blind in bright daylight. 
When they can see color it is partially in the human range and 
partially in the bee’s—overlapping. 


Fish Vision Gene Burns, who was a forest ranger, an author, 
war correspondent for the Associated Press, 
Vision for better than 20 years. 

“When you had so many hundreds of thousands of experts say- 
ing that fish could see color—even shades of color—and an equally 
large number saying that fish could not see color, I knew some- 
thing was decidedly screwy,” Burns says.

Florida Industry 


MIAMI, Fla.—Down here in the land of sun- 
shine and political surprise, the citizens still give 
over most of the conversation to what is 

as the industrial success of young George Smathers in the 
of canning Peppef. It is a modest joke, but Florida enjoys it. 

There are a number of factors of political interest to any 
Southern State. In all the discussion of the Smathers victory, 
few made note of the significance attached to the fact the winner 
is from Miami where he is a well-established lawyer in a firm 
with substantial clients. 

Miami is the “big city” of Florida 

To the man in the hinterlands, Miami has been painted by the 
back country politicians as representing all that is wicked and 


sinful in the cities of America. It is exactly the same situation © 


one finds in Georgia, where Atlanta is held up by the demagogic 
and the gnat-browed, self-seeking, small-bore politicians as a sort 
of Sodom. Alabama has a like political problem in that the kiss 
of political death is supposed to be upon any gubernatorial or 
senatorial candidate from the sinful “big city” of Birmingham. 


Le end Until George Smathers came along there was a legend 
q in Florida that no man from Miami could be elected 
to the big chair in the statehouse or to the U. S. Senate. In all 
other Southern States this same smug axiom exists. Now we 
know it has substance only because no man of ability. from one 
of the major cities has challenged the tradition with trumpets of 
truth and courage. It is a tradition—not a truism. 


Who? Not only was Smathers from Miami, but he expected to 

. carry. his home county by a fat and comforting majority. 
Had he not thought so he would never have entered the arena with 
the tough old gladiator of 14 years’ experience. 

Since Dade County has the largest voting population, the Pepper 
forces gave it most of their attention. It was in Dade that the 
more serious money was spent. It was in Dade that workers 
sweated, wore out shoe leather, and made door bells shrill to reg- 
ister anti-Smathers strength. They, too, figured that Dade was the 
key to victory. It long had been a Pepper stronghold. 

: Meanwhile, Senator Pepper was fcllowing the 
Little Man Smathers’ speaking trail about the State.

CARTERSVILLE—At Marietta, the broad expanse of four-lane cton- 
crete highway degenerates into two-lane, turtle-back asphalt and the

North of Marietta, U. S. 41 is one of the busiest highways in America, and likewise, 
one of the worst..

The longer 
FEPC remains an issge on-which they can 
capitalize the better they will like it. They 
have no real taste for enacting the meas- 
ure into law. But it is a fool-proof vehicle 
for swinging a concentrated bloc of votes. 

FEPC, as proposed, obviously is uncon- 
stitutional. The ideal of nondiscrimina- 
tion against employees or prospective em- 
ployees because of race, creed or color is 
undénied. But to say that an employer is 
to be jailed and fined because he prefers 
one person for a job over another, though 
their qualifications be equal, is to take 
from him the freedom of choice that is 
guaranteed under the Constitution. 

Moreover, situations would arise under 
an FEPC which would run to the ridicu- 
lous. Practically every disgruntled em- 
ployee could claim he was discriminated 
against unlawfully.

Profits Tell the Story of Prosperity 


WASHINGTON—Profit charts of the nation's corporations, forging steadily forward, tell the story 
of the continued prosperity which business generally is enjoying throughout the land. Various sur- 
veys show that corporate profits in the aggregate are up substantially from a year ago. Official esti- 
mates of the earnings for the current quarter place them at an annual rate of $18,300,000,000—better 
than any quarter in 1949, though not quite up to the peak level of 1948. A further optimistic factor 
is that the profit trend is rising, whereas a year ago it was falling. 


Still another encouraging note is to be found 
in the more liberal dividend policy adopted by 
*many corporations. Payments of the kind, which 
reflect high business activity, are running well 
ahead of last year. Dividends passed on to 
stockholders at the end of the first quarter in 
March, for example, were some 16 percent up 
from the same period a year ago. 

Declaring the “business outlook is improving,” 
the United States News & World Report, con- 
servative business publication, cites the activity 
that is going on in various key industries as 
indicative of -what the country may expect for 
the remainder of the year, barring adverse de- 
velopments in the foreign situation: 


“Steel mils are booked well into next Au- 
tumn,” the magazine reports. “Outlook is 
for very high steel production through all 
of 1950. That indicates general business 


“Automobile output probably will top 
the record of 1949. Aute production is run- 
ning ahead of last year. even though Chrys 
ler plants were shut down. 


“Television factories will show a large gain 


ness this year than last. First quarter record 
firmly indicates this trend.” 

The magazine goes on to list any number of 
industries which are showing an improvement 
this year over the previous year. 

The basic factor in the situation is consumer 
spending, which is steadily rising and promises 
to top the peak figures of 1948. You cannot have 
prosperity unless (1) the people are making 
money and (2) are spending it. Present indi- 
cations are that total consumer spending this 
year will reach $183,900,000,000. Last year the 
amount was $179,400,000,000 and in 1948 it was 
$178,800,000,000. 

Total spending, including consumer, private 
investment, Government and foreign trade, will 
reach a figure of $262,800,000,000, it is estimated. 
This would be a record, higher by almost $500,- 
000,000 than the total for 1948 and up $5,000,000.- 
000 from last year. 


All ef this points te another year of top 
level prosperity, as most of the economists in 
and outside of the Government were predict- 
ing back at the beginning of the year. Se 
leng as we have spending at these levels 
there is little chance of business slipping 
inte the doldrums. 


A final note of optimism is to be found in 
the latest employment figures. Unemployment, 
which went up to above 4,000,000 a few months 
ago, has now dropped off considerably. More 
than 1,000,000 additional workers have been 
given. jobs. 

Considered as a whole, the business out- 
look appears to be about as favorable as anyone 
could hope for. The only disturbing sign on 
the horizon is the foreign sityation, and as to 
this we have the word of President Truman 
that it is now improving.

The Big Test for Democracy 


LONDON—Very occasionally there comes a moment in history 
when nations must either decisively meet, or finally fail to meet, 
the great challenges confronting them. Such a moment has now 
come for the United States, with the opening of the conferences 
of Foreign Ministers in London. 

This moment has come because the cohesiveness and strength of 
the Western partnership against Soviet aggression have been, on 
balance, deteriorating for many months. So far the danger is only 
understood by a small circle of governmental insiders. But this 
pt Pe ag cease to be the case if the conferences here are not suc- 
cessful, 

For quite obvious personal and political reasons, the French 
and other European leaders will begin to warn their peoples of the 
danger that now exists, inevitably, if unjustly casting much of the 
blame on the United States. The Western partnership will thus 
begin to dissolve in a general game of “save yourself and the 
devil take the hindmost.” 


Urgent To avert this, solid serious agreements must be reached 

on three basic problems: First, the defense of the West 
in the face of active Soviet war preparation; second, the prepara- 
tion of a suitable place for Germany in the Western partnership, 
and third, the best way to halt the Soviet offensive in Asia. 

As it happens, the best way to grasp the urgency of the situa- 
tion is to examine the problem that in fact has only third priority 
at London. To put it crudely, the French are now taking almost 
the same line about their Indo-China that the British took about 
Greece in 1947. Either the French must be helped in some effective 
way or, before very long, they are likely to abandon Indo-China 
to its fate. 

Ever since the end of the war the French in Indo-China have 
been fighting the powerful guerrilla movement of the old Asiatic 
comintern agent, Ho Chi Minh. At present the Indo-Chinese opera- 
tions are consuming half of the annual French military budget of 
approximately $1,400,000,000. Moreover, all the professional army 
of France, and particularly all the qualified officers and noncom.- 
missioned officers, are now busy fighting Ho Chi Minh. 

The need to organize a defense of the West is what has abruptly 
conferred critical importance on this long-existing situation. 


Politics Politics complicate the situation further. Ho Chi Minh’s 
great asset is not Communism, but his position as the 
exponent of Indo-Chinese nationalism. After appalling delays, the 
French some months ago granted Indo-China qualified indpendence, 
setting up the government of the Emperor Bao Dai as the rival of 
the Ho Chi Minh movement in the nationalism business. 
Concurrently, the British are deeply engaged in a struggle 
against Communist guerrillas in Malaya, while the feeble Bur- 
mese government, with the Chinese Communists on its border, is 
presiding over a sort of nation-wide riot. If either Burma or Indo- 
China falls into Communist hands, all the other countries of South- 
east Asia will go down like a set of bowling pins in a 10 strike. 
This, in turn, will endanger India, Japan and the Philippines. 


Decision In short, a major catastrophe is the quite possible 
outcome of this problem that has only third priority at 
London. This does not mean that the problem cannot be solved. 
If America really helps to build up a solid defense of Western 
Europe, the French can be induced, albeit reluctantly, to carry on 
in Indo-China. If the Western powers now organize themselves, 
a joint political and strategic command in Asia can be established. 
But we must face two facts. Catastrophe cannot any longer be 
avoided by waffling and wabbling and spinning out formulae and 
appointing committees. And in order to avoid catastrophe, a great
